The 
O x f ord- (j et ty abu r g 
Open 
Forum Debate which will be held in 
lirua Chapel at eight o’clock tonight 
promises to be one of the most inter­ 
esting debates of the year in Gettys­ 
burg. 
The question for discussion is 
one of the vital topics on the lips of 
every American: Resolved, This House 
Opposes any Change in the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 
During the last three months the 
Oxford team has travelled from coast 
to coast in this country meeting the 
finest colleges and universities. After 
this debate tonight they have only 
three more debates 
before their re­ 
turn to England 
again. 
In 
many 
places the same question has been de­ 
bated as will be used tonight and from 
press reports the English point of 
view is exceedingly interesting on 
this topic. 
The Gettysburg team is composed 
of three seniors who are experienced 
in most 
every 
form 
of 
debating. 
Each of these men has represented 
the college on the forum for the past 
three or four years and there is no 
doubt but that they will give their 
best in this contest this evening.

A picture and placard came down 
from the “rogues’ gallery” in the lo­ 
cal state police headquarters yester­ 
day. 
The picture was that of Sam­ 
uel "Tony” Alessi, and the placard 
told that he was wanted in New Jer­ 
sey for shooting to death 
Charles 
Ch ich, a New York state trooper, at

February 15. 
Alessi was convicted 
of murder in the second degree Thurs­ 
day and immediately 
sentenced to 
serve from 2d to 30 years in the state 
prison. 
Once more, state 
police, that 
courageous hand of guardians of 
the p< ace. had written 'finis” to a 
career of crime, which had led to 
tie death of one of their num­ 
ber. 
"Get the man” » ie the 
war-cry until the murderer wa* 
found, tried and sentenced. 


A bill has been introduced in Con­ 
gress by Congressman Hi hand N.

Or, to put it into modern 
phraseology, the 
moment of oppor­ 
tunity is the ‘psychological moment.’ 
“The great English bard puts the 
prophets truism in another form w'hen 
he says: 
“ ‘There is a tide in the affairs of men 
Which taken at the flood leads on to 
fortune, 
Omitted, all the voyage of their life 
Is bound in shallow's and in miseries. 
We must take the current when it 
serves 
Or lose our ventures.’ 
“True wisdom consists not alone in 
doing the right thing but in doing 
the right thing at the right time.
